These terms were contained in a treaty, some 80,000 words in length 
handed to the German plenipotentiaries at a memorable 
assemblage 
here, attended by the delegates of 
the twenty seven nations, which 
are parties to the peace pact. 


Official Summary of Treaty. 


New York, May 7.— An official summary of the peace treaty de­ 
livered the Germans at Versailles by representatives of the associa­ 
ted powers was made public today by the committee on public in­ 
formation. 
it follows: 
“ In addition to the securities 
afforded in the treaty of peace 
the president of the United States has pledged himself to propose 
to the senate of the United States and the prime minister of Great 
Britian has pledged himself to propose to 
the parliament of 
Great 
Britain an agreement subject to approval of the council of the Lea­ 
gue of Nations to come immediately to the assistance of France in 
case of unprovoked attack by Germany.*'

Longest Treaty Ever Drawn. 


Pans, May 7.—The treaty of peace between the twenty-seven al­ 
lied and asso r ted powers on the one hand and Germany on the other, 
was handed the German plenipotentiaries at Versailles today. 
It is 
the longest treaty ever drawn. 
It totals about 80.000 words divided 
into fifteen main sections, and represents the combined 
product 
of 
over a thousand experts working continually through a series of com­ 
missions for the three and a half months since January 18. 
The treaty 
is printed in parallel pages of English and French, which are recog­ 
nized as having equal validly. 
It does not deal with questions affect­ 
ing Turkey, Bulgaria and Austria, except binding Germany to accept 
any agreement reached with those farmer allies. 
Following the preamble and deposition of powers comes the cove­ 
nant of the League of Nations as the first section of the treaty. 
The 
frontiers of Germany in Europe are defined in the second section: 
European economic classes given in the third: 
European 
political 
classes in the fourth. 
Next are the military, naval and air terms as the lifth section, 
followed by a section on prisoners of war and military graves, anc 
the seventh on responsibilities, and reparations. 
Financial terms and 
economic terms are covered in sections 8 to 10. 
Then 
comes 
tho 
aeronautic section, ports, waterways and railway stations, the labor 
covenant, the section on guarantees, and the final clauses. 
Germany, by the terms of the treaty, restores Alsace-Lorraine 
to France except internationalization of the Saar basin temporarily 
and Danzig permanently, agrees to territorial changes toward Bel­ 
gium and Denmark and in East Prussia, cedes most of Upper Silesia 
to Poland, and renounces all territorial and political rights outside of 
Europe as to her own or allies territory, and especially to Morocco. 
Egypt. Siam, Liberia, and Shantung. 
She also recognizes the total 
independence of German 
Austria, Czecho slovakia and Poland. 
Her army is reduced to 100,000 men, including officers; conscrip­ 
tion within her territory is abolished: all forts fifty kilometers east 
of the Rhine razed; and all importation, exportation and nearly all pro­ 
duction of war material stopped; allied occupation of 
parts of Ger­ 
many will continue until reparation is made, but will be reduced at 
the end of three five-year periods, if Germany is fulfilling her obliga­ 
tion 
Any violation by Germany of the conditions as to the zone fifty 
kilometers of the ohine will be regarded as an act of war. 
The Ger­ 
man navy is reduced to six battleships, six light cruisers and twelve 
torpedo boats, without submarines and personnel of not over 15,000. 
AU other vessels must be surrendered or destroyed. 
Germany is for­ 
bidden to build forts controlling the Baltic, must demolish Helgoland, 
open the canal to all nations and surrender her 
fourteen 
submarine 
cables. 
She may have no militaiy or naval air forces, except 100 un­ 
armed seaplanes until October 1 to detect mines, and may manufac­ 
ture aviation materials for six months.
